over. 
Let it be supposed that the U 
total wheat crop this year wut, 
only 600 million bushels and bel tna 
(Canadian wheat crop 305 million 
bushels (the same as 1929 and 1981). 
This would furnish a supply of over 
900 million bushels. Add the carry- 
over and the result ig 1425 million 
bushels. Deduct domestic require- 
ments (600 million for the U.S.A. 
and 125 million for Canada) and the 
volume Available for export and 
carryover is 700 million bushels. 
From this deduct 200 million bush- 
els for carryover at the end of the 
1933-34 crop year and the result is 
600. million bushels available for 
export. Up to June 1 this year 
North America exported 261 million 
bushels. 


The above calculations do not look 
too optimistic, but there are many 
other factors. Australia is having 
drouth trouble which has been per- 
sisting. Burope’s crop will not be 
as large as last. year, although fair- 
ly ‘good. There hag been an im- 
provement in conditions in general 
and commodity prices have been 
rising.

Spanish Wheat Crop 
News of Spanish wheat crop. First 
“forecast 141,600,000 bushels, not 
enough for home consumption. Last 
year’s crop 34,000,000 bushel, larger. 
Spain imported no wheat in the 1932- 
83 crop yéar, but will have to be in 
the market in the forthcoming year. 


The latest campaign is to induce 
the Canadian government to charge 
tolls on Canadian canals. The tolls 
would be largely supplied by ships 
earrying wheat. The charges would 
be paid by the wheat growers.

United States, and a statement is- 
sued from the yellow metal camp 
left wide a loophole for resumption 
of the conference.
